And done more execution 2- 
ganit the black infurgents then the white inhabit 
ants had been ebleto effect: Anrove 3000 of the 
inlurgents have been killed. ‘They aie however, 
Rill rong, and have fortified themieives in two or 
three different p ris of the country. ‘Lhe whites 
have with difficuliy been able to defend the town 
of Port au Prince on the weilern part, and Cape 
Francois on the verthward. All applications to 
the Brisihh and Spanith iflands for fuccour, were 
refuted. 

The embargo wastaken cff American vefiels 
atthe time of Capt. Green’s jailing ; but it was 
thought there wou'd probably be another em bar- 
go laid in cafe the difturbances were not quicted.
